North Carolina CUlms Kill 
Other Like Fiends. 
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— Thirty -flu. Dead and Wounded. 

I 

Johnson Citt, Tenn.. Jan. 5.— Tues- 
day night a masked mob of five hun- 
dred men entered the jail at Uakers- 
ville, N. C, and took Calvin Snipes, who 
had murdered Isaac Osborne, a pre 
sent citizen of Mitchell county, to a 
dense forest, about half a mile away, 
and lynched him. 

Eleven of the sheriffs posse were 
killed in their effort* to defend the 
prisoner. About twenty-five of the 
mob were killed, and among the dead 
and wounded some of the most promi- 
roent men in the county were the un- 



The facta which led to the terrible 
lynching are as follows: Aaron Wise- 
man and Calvin Snipes were partners 
in an illicit distillery in Mitchell 
county, N. C, and had told William 
Osborne and Isaac Osbore, two broth- 
ers, where the distillery was situated. 
William Osborne reported the distillery 
to the officials at Bakersvllle. N. C, and 
helped them to destroy it Wiseman 
and Snipes suspected Isaac Osborne as 
the reporter. 

On the night of August 27, 1893, 
Snipes and Wiseman, armed with Win- 
chester rides, went to the house of 
Isaac Osborne and called him up Mr. 
Osborne came to the door and the cul- 
prits opened fire, almost riddling him 
With bullets. Wiseman and Snipes 
were arrested, but sufficient evidence 
could not be obtained against Wiseman 
and he was released. Snipes was bound 
over to the superior court on purely 
circumstantial evidence. He was placed 
In jail, and after being confined about 
two weeks confessed to the killing in 
the manner above related. 

The last attack on the Mitchell c 
ty jail was made at 6 o'clock Tuesday 
night The structure Is a frame build- 
ing and little calculated to withstand 
an assault But Sheriff Moomaw 
It garrisoned with about seventy 
determined men, who declared 1 
would see the law upheld or rile. The 
attack was expected all day. Tuci 
the mountaineers of Mitchell, 
Dougall and Yancy counties were 
sembling In the little hamlet of Halters- 
rllle until the population of five hun- 
dred was about doubled. At 4 o'clock 
In the afternoon a formal demand 
made upon Sheriff Moomaw for Snipes 
and the two Whitsons by a messenger 
from the mob. To this the garrison re- 
sponded; "We will die first" 
O Then they knew there would be a 
fight The little company split up Into 
three parts, one remaining in the jail, 
and the other two occupying the sher- 
iff's house and barn near the main 
building. Winchesters were loaded, 
and the wait for the final befjan. The 
men were uot long in suspense. The 
night would be bright with moonlight, 
and It was useless for the mob to wait 
for darkness. About sundown the first 
attack was made. Then the armed men 
marched up the road, and then with a 
howl broke on a run for the jaiL The 
garrison was ready for them. "Halt, 
or I'll give the order to fire," sang out 
from Sheriff MoomaWs mouth. No at- 
tention was paid to the warning. 

"Fire," rang out the order, and sev- 
enty»five rifles poured a direct and 
flanking hall of bullets into the deter- 
mined lynchers. They wavered a mo- 
ment as a score of them went down, 
but with the steadiness of veterans 
- closed up their ranks and rushed for- 
ward again under the leadership of the 
gigantic mountaineer, who urged them 
forward with the old "rebel yell." 
Again the rifles of the beseiged rang 
out and this time they were answered 
by a conoent rated fire from t he mob. 
The aim wna deadly. 

Every window on the exposed sides 
of the building occupied by the defend- 
ers was shot out, and a dozen men fell 
wounded or trilled. Their bodies ham- 
pered the deputies, who were unarmed, 
and only a few could close up to the 
windows and return the volley before 
the mob was upon them. There was a 
short struggle. A few revolver shots, 
one hundred clubbed rifles, and all was 
over. Their deputies, with their leader, 
Sheriff Moomaw, mortally wounded, 
'were in the hands of the mob, and every 
one of them was looking down t" 
muttJ« of at least three Winchesters. 

WHhout waiting to pick up the dead 
or etsre for the wounded, the mob made 
a rush at the door of the jail, and it 
went down before a score of stalwart 
men. The prisoners were reached. 
Bali dead with taaf, tho culprit* were 
dragged out into- the open air, where 
ropes were placed around their necks, 
with one hundred men, mad with the 
thirst for blood, at the end of each. 
The wretches were dragged over the ice- 
covered rocks to a piece of woodland 
half a mile away. 

Behind them followed the remainder 



mere semblance of human forms that 
were strung up when the woods were 
reached. Then the mob returned to 
look after the dead and wounded. 

In the little enclosure and on 
road-bed in front of the jail twenty-flve 
bodies were found, and in the three 
buildings eight more were rigid in 
death. About thirty others were 
wounded, some of them fatally, among 
these being gallant Sheriff Moomaw, 
who was shot twice through the chest 
and three times through the abdomen. 

Nothing definite Is known of the 
wounded, as Bakersville is miles away 
from a telegraph office, and all news 
brought to this point comes by carriers. 
Since the first news was received four 
more of the sheriff's posse are reported 
dead aid five more of tb* mob.

A courier has arrived who states that 
the mob, instead' of dispersing, as was 
expected, remained upon the ground. 
The scattered handful of the sheriffs 
posse also remained under arms, and 
was rapidly reinforced. All through 
the morning the crowd continued to re- 
ceive accessions to its ranks, and by 
noon the party numbered about five to 
six hundred men. Feeling ran high, 
and, after a few speeches, the posse re- 
solved to avenge Sheriff Moomaw's 
death. Another battle took place shor- 
ly after noon, in which at least twenty- 
flve more men were killed. What will 
be the result no one here can tell, but 
troops are expected.

ruary; to provide that a woman 
serving as administratrix or executrix 
shall not be deprived of her position by 
her marriage; to provide that a hus- 
band shall hove the right to alimony 
when the wife is the aggressor; making 
the estates of murderers who die or 
may be executed liable to actions for 
damages on the part of their victim'* 
families.

Chicago, Jan. 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon a terrific 
explosion of natural gas wrecked the 
lower part of the great printing estab- 
lishment of Donohue & Henneberry, on 
Dearborn street The accident occurred 
during the progress of a small Are, and 
over a score of firemen, Including Chief 
Swenle, of the fire department, and 
several laborers, were seriously injured 



The explosion was in the plate 
vault, which is located Immediately be- 
neath the sidewalk, which is formed of 
heavy iron frames covered with glass 
and Iron. During the early part of the 
afternoon three employes of the Natur- 
al Gas Co. had been at work in this 
vault As a precaution the doors of the 
vault were closed. Shortly before 8 
o'clock, Foreman Kobert Granger, of 
the press room, which adjoins the vault, 
noticed flames in the vicinity of the 
brick wall which extended between the 
press room and the vault 

These flames had the appearance of 
Ignited gas that had escaped through 
the partition wall. Without waiting 
open the vault doors the foreman gave 
the alarm of fire. They then returned 
to the basement when some one threw 
open the vault doors. Instantly there 
was an explosion, and nearly all of the 
iployes who were in the vlcin'ty.

Tacoma, Wash.. Jan. 5.-W. F. Simp- 
son is back from Houolum, where he 
had breakfast with the queen of Iiswaii, 

met the ministry and other officers In 
charge of the kingdom. The valuation 
of the kingdom is now placed at 
•86,500,000. Of this merchants of the 
United States own 196,500,000 and be- 
cause of this vested interest every- 
body in authority assured Mr. Simp- 
son that the first duty of the Hawaiian 
government would be always to protect 
the American investor*, Acting m part 
upon this assurance, Mr. Simpson, as 
the representative of Puget Sound 
Steamship company, agreed to establish 
a new steamship line, and to show the 
appreciation the reigning ministry 
has of American enterprise, the 
legislature, then in session, appropria- 
ated a $50,000 monthly subsidy. From 
the queen, the ministry and others, Mr. 
Simpson learned that while many na- 
tives favored annexation of the Sand- 
wich islands to the United States, it 
was the policy of the Harrison adminis- 
tration not to take charge of these is- 
lands unless pressed to do so by the 
failure of self-government there and for 
the purpose of protecting the interests 
of its citi/.ena 

This policy is satisfactory to the pres- 
ent ministry which is composed mostly 
of successful business men. However, 
discontented politicians, abetted by 
Englishmen, are trying to convince the 
natives that It would be beneath their 
dignity to become subject* of the Amer- 
icans. The English wish the na- 
tives to understand that it would be hu- 
miliating to lose their monarchial form 
of government and be placed under the 
republic of the United States. But na- 
tives own less than five per cent of the 
total valuation of the islands, and aside 
from creating dissensions and revolu- 
tion, it is evident under the present 
ministry the meddlesome English could 
accomplish nothing. Interference of 
the English is pernicious as regards the 
granting of Pearl harbor to the United 
States as a coaling station. 

The natives are told that the United 
States will not accept concessions at 
Pearl harbor unless it has absolute con- 
trol of the harbor. The English agents 
then say to the natives: "It would be 
very humiliating, you know, to have to 
ask the United States for permission to 
enter your own harbors. If the United 
States has absolute control you can not 
enter Pearl harbor without 
the consent of the United States." 
In this way many natives are 
prejudiced against the (granting of 
any privileges at all to the United 
States at Pearl harbor. The leader of
